Vaduable Mointers Gleaned By Stock-
men it Liv Grande Feeding Seoul
Last Week,

Stockmoen must cut down thedr
herds and wust use siloge for feed if
the stock business ls to flourish, ac-
vording to fucts brought out at Lhe
Bastern Oregon Feoders convention
lield last week al Lu Grande.

It was pointed out ot the conven-
ton that o etockman cantot make
money M he must buy hsy and feed
on the present tnsis, but he can claim
profits If le ralses his own feed,
which could not otherwise be market
od to advantage, The use of silage
was urged as o means of cutting down
eXPonses,

Varlous lots of enttle were shown
ut the Union Experiment station to
prove the value of silage féeding, Ae-
curnte records showed that hay alone
wsed a8 fowd, cost 35 cents n day, and
that the cost per pound of gain wia
A7 conts,  Chopped alfalfa hay gave
an aveage Inerensed gadn of 23 per
cent over long hay.

Hay and Bllage Bost,

Hay and sllage, it was demongtrit-
e, are best for feod, The cost Is 36
1-2 conts a dey, with the cost of in-
eronsed  welght 19 cents a pound.
George Dickdon, well kuown TPrine
ville stockmon, told of the use of
1000 tons of siloge a year, Ho sald
thnt e utilizod mueh waste material
that wonld otherwlse ol have been
uged,  He compared this with two
yoars ago Wwhen e spent $12,000 for
1600 head of cattlo, ‘This yenr he
bought less than a earlond of grain
and conglders the cattle are in boettor
shape than when fattened by the old
method,
